Legislators Predict Liquor 
Question to Again Come Up 
in the Forthcoming Session 


(Editor's Note: This is

assembly members.)

Little Rock, Dec. 30 — MP)— There 
s no unanimity in Arkansas on the 
iquor question as the Nov. 3 vote 
on the Anti-Saloon League's local 
option bill demonstrated.

>e one of the major issues during 
,he forthcoming session of the leg- 
slature. 


When the Associated Press polled 


members of the assembly on two 
possible legsilative proposals 
re- 


ating to the subject, it found the 
18 per cent responding were divid- 
ed into three lamost equal groups 
—for, against and undecided. 


A follow - up cross - section poll 


of 155 bankers, business men, in- 
dustrialists, farmers, labor leaders, 
school leaders, women's club lead- 
ers, city officials, county officials 
and consumers that brought a 22 
per cent response 
revealed 
this 


difference of opinion existed like- 
wise with th "folks back home" 
Dut not in the same prccntags. 


"What should the legislature do 


about state control of wholesale 
liquor outlets and the proposal to 
with held liquor tax revenue 
from 


dry communities?" The Associated 
Press asked. 


On the state control question, 55 


per cent declared flatly against it, 
13 per cent favored it, and 32 per 
cent eihter were undecided or vad- 
ed the question. 


On the matter of withholding tax 


revenue from dry communities, 48 
per cent were for it, 39 per cent 
against it, and 13 per cent either 
undecided or evasive. 


The expressions cut across 
all 


lines — professional, sectional, soc- 
ial. Many were for one proposal 
and against the other. 


"If liquor could be 
completely 


eliminated I would be for it, but 
I am against the local option pro 
posal that has been prepared by 
the people," wrote E. P. Pyeatt, 
Fayetteville banker. "I muchpre- 
fer the sale of liquor as it 
now 


exsits in Arkansas to a state-con- 
troled system. I certainly believe 
that the legislature should pass an 
act preventing any county or com- 
munity from participating in 
the 


liquor tax revenue after they have 
voted that particular community 01 
municipality dry. I think 
that is the 


only lair decision." 


"I think the state should 
have 


complete control of wholesale liq 
uor outlets, but doubt the wisdom 
of withholding liquor tax revenues 
from dry communities," comment- 
ed W. L. Mason, Searcy school sup- 
erintendent. "That would be play 
ing into the hands of the 
liquoi 


interests." 


The legislator seeking guidance 


would get bogged down on those 
two views. And yet, County Judge 
R. P. Strozier, Fort SmTlh, 
ad- 


vised: 


"I believe (regarding liquor) that 


the legislature should be influenced 
solely by the will of the majority 
of the people." 


For one course the solons could 


turn to Banker W. N. Trulock, Pine 
Bluff, who said "unless that state 
takes over the merchandising 
o 


liquor and distributes the revenue 
among all the counties on a prop 
er basis, the state will 
go dry 


which would be a terrible calam 


ity." banker W. C. Blewster, Mag- 
nolia, favored the same procedure. 


But a Russellvillc school official, 


asking his name be withheld, con- 
tended that "the state has enough 
business without going 
into 
the 


iquor business. No funds should be 
ithheld from any dry 
counties, 


'he liquor sold in wet 
counties 


vill flow into dry 
counties 
and 


axes arising in wet counties should 
low just as freely." 
And a Hope housewife, offering 
o opinion on the state control pro- 
posal, commented: 


"Withhold revenue if the legisla- 


ur ewanls to play favorites. The 
ales tax is not administered that 
vay, is it?" 


The idea of withholding liquor 


ax revenue froni dry communities 
s exceedingly childish," added Dr. 
eorge S. Benson, 
president 
of 


larding College, Searcy. "I cannot 
selieve that the Arkansas legisla- 
ure would consider such a propo- 
al seriously. Such an attempt al 
pressure to eliminate dry commun- 
ties would certainly be considered 
jeneath the dignity of a legislature, 
n any state." 


Few of those who favored with- 


lolding the revenue from dry com- 
nunities attempted 
to debate 
the 


point. They just declared 
them- 


jelves and let it go at that.
